SCHOOLOF  X-RAY  TECHNOLOGY 

The  hospital  offers  a  two  year  course  in  the  school  of 
X-Ray  technologists,  approved  by  the  Council  on  AAedical 
Education  of  the  American  AAedical  Association. 


In  1964-65  there  was  no  approved  occupational  curricula  offered 
completely  by  the  college.  A  program  in  Electronics  existed  with 
United  Township  Technical  Institute. 

There  has  been  a  steady  development  of  occupational  curricula  since 
1965  to  the  extent  we  now  will  offer  for  1969-70  thirty-two  (32)  pro- 
grams in  six  (6)  major  areas  of  study. 

Agriculture-two  (2),  Business-nine  (9),  Engineering  Related  Tech- 
nology-ten (10),  Health  Related-four  (4),  Public  Service  Related- 
four  (4),  and  Trade  Related-three  (3). 

During  the  1968-69  year  The  Board  approved  six  (6)  new  programs: 
Practical  Nursing,  Inhalation  Therapy  Technician,  Law  Enforcement 
Technology  (one  and  two  year),  and  Fire  Science  Technology  (one 
and  two  year). 

The  Board  also  approved  apprenticeship  training  in  thirteen  (13) 
separate  trades  with  more  than  four  hundred  students  employed  by 
thirty-five  (35)  different  local  industries. 

Occupational  education  at  the  College  in  1969-70  is  expected  to  have 
a  full  time  enrollment  of  over  700  students  and  a  part-time  student 
body  of  over  900.  The  College  enrolled  29.5%  of  its  students  (830) 
in  occupational  programs  during  the  1968-69  school  year.

BACK  WORD 


A  brief  word  in  passing  about  the  Sauk  69.  The  year  book  by  any  measure  is  an  insti- 
tution to  collect  the  memorabilia  of  one  school  year  and  put  it  into  some  form  of  a 
cohesive  collection,  which  later,  when  returned  to  will  bring  floods  of  memories  to 
the  viewer  (archivist).  Strangely  enough  the  year  book  has  through  the  years,  the 
actual  volume  itself,  become  somewhat  of  a  relic,  not  able  to  record  properly  the 
activities  of  a  modern  era,  an  era  where  events  happen  at  a  fantastic  rate  and  occur 
at  several  levels  at  the  same  time.  The  now  old  saying  'only  change  is  constant'! 
is  found  to  be  fact  and  suddenly  we  find  that  the  usual  phrases  and  ideas,  pictorial 
and  written,  that  where  so  pithy  and  up-to-date  earlier  in  the  year  are  now  obsolete 
by  the  time  of  the  publication  of  the  yearbook.

It  has  been  the  desire  of  this  year's  staff  to  create  something  more  provocative  than 
a  book  of  records.  This  book  had  the  basic  premise  of  reflecting  the  time  in  which  it 
was  put  together,  the  evocation  of  not  only  people,  but  of  an  environment,  a  micro- 
cosm. The  yearbooks  of  the  1900's  reflected  unmistakenly  the  life  and  times  of  that 

eriod  when  all  the  world  was  the  student's  'oyster'.  But  now  the  'brave  new  worldV 
is  a  'world  we  never  made'  and  the  optimism  has  turned  into  a  cold  pessimism, 
the  year  book  can  and  should  try  to  reflect  this  change  in  thought. 

In  this  attempt,  the  guiding  factor  has  been  to  picture  people  (read,  student)  in  the 
activities  that  would  be  memorable  to  the  participants,  not  put  them  on  display  as  so 
many  butterfly  specimens  (Lepidopia)  pinned,  tagged,  identified,  and  quite  lifeless. 
As  many  of  the  College's  students  don't  participate  in  the  usual  structured  activities 
it  becomes  necessary  to  search  out  the  student  in  whatever  activities  he  does  take 
part  in.  In  many  cases  this  is  just  in  the  class  room  or  in  the  nebulous  marking  of 
time  between  one  class  and  the  next.  Since  this  can  be,  and  is  a  hit-or-miss  proposi- 
tion, and  did  leave  out  some  of  the  students,  apologies  are  in  order  to  those  who  were 
unintentionally  missed.  This  method  affords  the  chance  to  picture  a  majority  of  the 
people  in  the  school,  which  smacks  of  a  creeping  IBAAism,  but  it  was  our  intent  to 
focus  on  the  individual.
